| LONDON, June 25 
P REMIER BALDWIN stated in 

the House of Commons toc 
that there was no ground for 
protest if British customs sea‘s 
were broken within United S'etes 
territorial waters by officials of 
the United States customs serv- 
ice. 

His statement was in answer 
tO @ question whether Great Brit- 
ain recognized America’s righ: 
to break the seals on  liqu>: 
aboard-ships. 

Baldwin said it was the prac- 
tice for the British customs au- 
thorities to fix their seals as a 
matter of routine on  dutiable 
ship stores taken from Engiand 
in bond to prevent consumption 
of the stores in territorial wat- 
ers. The seals must not be oro- 
ken in British territorial} waters, 
but otherwise they were in no 
way inviolable. Forelgn customs 
seals, he added, were habitua:ly 
broken, when@mecessity arose, in 
British territorial waters.

He was more than polite, 
his politeness was no mere polish, but sprung from 
sincere kindliness.

Members of the Choctaw and Chickasaw tribes 
of Indians of Haskell County. Oklahoma. have 
issued an appeal. im a resolution adopted in coa- 
ference, that the United States Gorernment do not 
cevote the entire proceeds of the funds derived 
from the coal and asphalt deposits on Indian lands
